Test of Strength. 

The first test of strength upon the 
efforts of the so-called radicals to 
amend the compromise draft brought 
out by the senate interstate commerce 
committee, came on an amendment by 
Senator Cummins, of Iowa, designed 
to reduce by about $173,000,000 com- 
pensation to be paid the railroads. {t 
was beaten, 52 to 28.

It was very evident tonight that the 
railroad administration is inclined to 
resent Mr. Hoover's blame of the rail- 
roads, and* Director General McAdoo 
declared hé was ready to provide ev- 
ery transportation facility for expe- 
diting food movement. The railroa:! 
administration, he said, had suggested 
that farmers be urged to release their 
grain holdings that large numbers of 
available cars might be utilized in 
moving the crop. 

Cereal exports to the allies. Mr. 
Hoover's statement says, will be 45.,- 
000.000 bushels short on March 1, and 
‘meat shipments also are far short of 
the amounts promised. 

Inability to move the crops, Mr. 
Hoover sets forth, has suspended the 
law of supply and demand and has 
created a price margin between pro- 
ducer and consumer wider than it ever 
was before. 

A large part of the corn crop is about 
to spoil because it is not movihg to 
terminals for drying. The percentage 
of soft corn in last year’s crop, all of 
which must be dried if it is to be saved, 
js the largest ever known. Estimates 
place the amount as high as a billion 
bushels. 

The cost of grains for feeding live 
stock has increased to such an extent» 
by reason of transportation difficul- 
ties, Mr. Hoover says, that feeders are |” 
confronted with the prospect of serious 
losses.

.“The next 60 days will be the 
most critical period in our food 
history. The simple fact\is that 
the problem goes far deeper than 
supplies to the allies. During the 
last three months we have far 
fallen behind in movement. of 
foodstuffs from the farms to the 
consuming and storage centers. 
Up to the first of February less 
than 50 per cent of the normal 


ratio of corn has been moved; less — 


than 80 per cent of the oats and 
less than 60 per cent of the pota- 
toes. From November 1 to January 
1, we were ehort in the usual 
movement of grains and grain 
products into the terminals alone 
by over 120,000 carloads—over 
120,000,000 ~bushels—and this fur- 
ther aggregated by similar short- 
age outside of the terminals. 
Much Soft Corn. 

“Furthermore, this year we have 
the largest percentage of soft corn 
in many years, and though we 
have a record crop of corn, a con- 
siderable portion of the soft corn 
will be lost by spoiling unless it 
can be moved in the next sixty 
days to the drying terminals. 
The least amount of grain that 
must be loaded for the next sixty 
days is 8,000,000 bushels per day— 
and we have not yet attained that. 
Less than this will solve neither 
the allied nor our domestic situa- 
tien. 

“We had about 130,000 carloads 
of potatoes November 1 which 
should have been moved from the 
principal producing centers, and 
up to the first of February we had 
moved about 28,000 carloads, 
while we should have moved 
over 50,000 In this period. The re- 
sult is that potatoes are piled up 
spoiling’in the producers’ hands, 
and.the consuming centers have 
only been supplied by virtue of the 
summer gardens and other stores 
earried over from last year. There 
is a great deal of live stock which 
has been ready for the market for 
some time, but is still held in the 
farmers’ hands through inability 
to secure transportation. These 
cattle are eating their heads off 
without increasing their meat 
value, and are only adding to the 
costs of the farmer and consuming 
the grain. 

Effects ef Delay. 

“The effect of this 
move has been many fold: 

“1. To jeopardize the safety of a 
great deal of the soft corn and 
‘perishables, such as potatoes. 

“2. The stricture in flow of dis- 
tribution has entirely disturbed 
the price conditions in the country 
by practically suspending the law 
of supply and demand. The mar- 
gins between the farmer and the 
consumer in many commodities 
were never wider than they are 
today because e consuming 
trades are under-supplied and the 
farmers compete for transporta- 
tion. Prices of the coarse grains 
have reached, unheard-of _ levels, 
‘while the -Nmited transportation 
»has diminished the farmers’ re- 
turns. 

“3. The cost of grains for feed-

Garros and Marchal, 
Famed French Airmen, 
Escape From Germanv 


Amsterdam, February, 21.—Lieuten- 
ant Roland G. Garros, the famous 
French aviator, and Lieutenant An- 
tonio Marchal, who flew over Berlin 
in the summer of 1916 and was forced 
to descend a few kilometres from the 
Russian lines, reached Holland yes- 
terday. According to Les Nouvelles, 
of Maastricht, they escaped from a 
German prison. 


Lieutenant ‘Marchal, starting from 
French soil, flew over Berlin in July, 
1916, dropping proclamations, and con- 
tinued his flight with the intention of 
landing within the Russian lines. He 
was forced by motor trouble to de- 
scend in Poland and was taken pris- 


oner by the Austrians. He made a 
continuous flight of more than 800 
miles, establishing a record, 
Lieutenant Garros was a prominent 
aviator before the war, holding sev- 
eral world’s records. He brought down 
a number of German airplanes and wag 
taken prisoner in the spring of 1916.

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BLOCKING PROGRESS. 


' Commissioner of Public Works H. lL. 
Collier announces that the only thing stand- 
ing in the way of the city awarding con- 
tracts for a number of contemplated street 
paving jobs is the tardiness of certain 
abutting property owners in obligating them- 
selves for their pro rata portions of the 
cost of doing the work. 

The city has done its share, so has the 
covnty, and the street car company will, of 
course, meet its end of the obligation when 
called upon. 

Now, why any of the abutting property 
owners should hang back, knowing that the 
improvements are so.woefully needed, and 
that every day of delay means just that 
much loss in the value of their property, is 
hard to understand. ‘ 

Following the difficulty that has been 
entailed in getting the city’s, county's and 
trolley car company’s respective ends of the 
undertaking in readiness for the letting of 
contracts and the starting of work, it would 
seem that every property owner affected 
would hasten to record his pledge for his 
pro rata amount of the cost. 

Some of the proposed jobs are being 
held back by only a very few of the prop- 
‘erty owners; in other instances, only a few 
have signed up. Every one of them should 
be not only willing, but aggressively eager, 
to have the contracts put under way, the 
sooner to have their streets put in creditable 
condition. 

By holding back and compelling the city 
to mark time when it ought to be marching 
they are not only standing in the way of 
their own best interests, but they are block- 
ing the progress of the community. 

Mr. Collier expressly reminds the back- 
ward citizens that a prolongation of the 
delay upon their part will mean that the 
money set aside by the city for street im- 
provements may soon be diverted to some 
other purpose. 

It, therefore, more than ever behooves 
every property owner to come promptly up 
to scratch, because if he does not he faces 
the danger of seeing the money, now ready 
for the improvement-of his street, turned 
into other channels.

What a source of consolation it must be 
to the parents, wives, brothers, sisters and 
sweethearts of American soaldiers to know 
that the lives and welfare of their loved 
ones in France are or are to be in tte keep- 
ing of such a human and humane com- 
mander as General Pershing! 

Probably there is no busier man in 
kurope today than General Pershing, com- 
mander-in-chief of the American forces in 
France. -His cares must be stupendous, 
just as his duties are legion. Under him 
and his direction are thousands of lieuten- 
ants to look after details and carry out hi 
orders as to the training of troops; pro- 
visioning, munitioning, accoutering, hous- 
ing and caring for them; and mapping out 
campaigns, etc. 

It is a big job, yet a few days ago the 
general, says the Associated Press, donned 
a “tin hat,’ buckled a gas mask over his 
chest “at the alert position,” got down into 
the dugouts and trenches and walked among 
the men, talked with them and asked each 
one how he was “getting on.” Especially 
was he solicitous as to the personal treat- 
ment and the character and quantity of food 
the privates were receiving.

Mr. Green had brought over a carload 
of hogs for the packing plant and car- 
ried the money back in his pocket. 

It is not only a story of land made more 
profitable, through the lesson learned from 
a boll-weevil invasion, which caused diver- 
sified crops to be planted, but in the quick 
cash tvansaction as to a carload of hogs. 

The hogs were delivered from farm to 
packing plant.gand the hog-raiser “carried 
the money b tk in his pocket.” 

And that was only one of many similar 
instances of immediate loca] returns for 
home products; for our Tifton contemporary 
adds that— 

“it looks like sure enough prosperity 

to look out the office window and see 

wagon-load after wagon-load of hogs 

going Dy, on their way to the packing 
plant. Especially when a wagon-load 

of hogs is worth as much as a wagon- 

load of cotton and represents less than 

one-third the labor and expense. A 

new era has come to this country with 

the packing plant.” 

Home-raised meat to the home-market— 
a wagon load of hogs measuring up to the 
value-standard of a wagon load of cotton, 
and “at less than one-third the labor and 
expense,’ as to the raising! 

That says it all, and should go a long 
way towards stimulating greater food pro- 
duction. ~~ 

And not only on the farms, great and 
small, but wherever there is room to pro- 
duce something in town-gardens—on little 
plots of idle ground. 

Meatless days are necessary now; but 
We don’t want to multiply them. What is 
wanted is to help, in every way we can:— 
to conserve home supplies, as we work to 
make them, and to break ground for still 
greater supplies. 


ONLY ONE END.

His term was cut short by good behavior, 
and he tried again to outwit the law. Again 
he ran afoul stern justice, and from that 
time on he has pursued an “out-again-in- 
again” existence.

For the future there is nothing but a 
faint hope that, somehow, some time, 1 
can retrieve myself, look myself in the 
glass and say, ‘Joe, you're straight 
again,’ and know that I shall remain 
so.” 

“Jean Henri,” “Joe,” or whatever the fel- 
low’s true name may be, is dead right. 
“There is nothing in crime—only one end!” 
“About the time you think you're’ safe— 
snap she goes!” Be the criminal white or 
black, it’s all the same—a criminal is a 
criminal, whatever the color of his skin! 

The only way to beat the penitentiary 
is to stay out of it; and the only means by 
which a man may be reasonably certain of 
staying out of it isto live on the level!

A court of the soldiers’ committee sat 
upon the case and ordered the man’s’ hand 
severed at the wrist. This episode may seem 
amazing to you here in America, but such 
punishments are not at all unusual in)gtus- 
sia. They are called “samosuds.” P nts 
catching a thief in barnyard or stable ften 
drag the culprit to a river and drown him 
then and there. 

In Elisavetgrad, a city in the government 
of Kherson, the revolutionary committee is- 
sued a decree to kil) all reactlonaries who 
were accused of being against the revolution. 
Many excellent and well disposed citizens 
were thus slaughtered by these fanatics. The 
Petrograd Bolsheviki interfered, however, be- 
fore these frightful excesses had spread. It 
gives one irresistibly the impression that 
Russia is ripe for bloody reprisale. Pas- 
sions are being fermented in that tormented 
land. The cure for the disease may be such 
a bloodletting as will compare horribly with 
the guillotining excesses of the French revo- 
lution. The Bolshevik government, it must 
be remembered, is accomplishing little except 
to incite class hatreds. It is setting one 
part of the population against another part. 
The deserting troops, won to the Bolsheviki 
by cowardly appeals and persuagions, rule 
now because they have the rifles.’ That 
may not always be true. There are hints 
coming from this place and that of rifles 
being assembled by civilians. 

Russia is ruled by mob instinct and mob 
caprice, not by law or reason. After the 
Bolsheviki demoralized the army and came 
to power the common soldier saw that his day 
had come and that it was to be his privilege 
to abuse his officers and murder them if he 
saw fit. On land and sea hundreds of of- 
ficere have been murdered in cold blood— 
simply shot or bayoneted without warning. 
In hundreds of instances they have been sub- 
jected to a mockery of trial upon a farcical 
accusation and stood up against.a wall. In 
thousands of instances officers have been 
beaten, Kicked and deliberately humiliated 
for the amusement of the men. Whenever 
the army maintains any semblance of or- 
Zanization officers are tolerated because the 
need for their knowledge and experience is 
realized, however, dimly; but the men obey 
only orders as please them. It is not 
too much to say that three out of every four 
officers in the army expect to be killed be- 
fore an end comes to this anarchy. Thou- 
sands have put away their swords to take 
up the rifles of the common soldier. It was 
their only possible salvation.

Fishing Industry 
Interested. 

There is a great deal of interest along 
the south Atlantic in the forthcoming fishing 
regulations to be issued by the food admin- 
istration. It will probably be the 15th of 
March before these regulations will be pro- 
mulgated, and in the meantime Mr. Hoover, 
who knows less about fishing than anything 
else, perhaps, is trying conscientiously to 
get some first-hand information to assist 
him in getting at the best possibie conclu- 
sions. More than 150 men, representing ev- 
ery salt water fishing state on the Atlantic 
and gulf coast have been in Washington 
several days this week in conference with 
the food administration, , 7 

The industry was brought under license by 
the presidential proclamation of January 18, 
which expanded the food atiministration’s 
authority to embrace all sult water food 
fish, menhaden, oysters, clams, lobst: crabs 
and shrimp.

FOSTER PEABODY.” 
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Eleven Men Indicted in 
New York — Millions 
Saved Government . by 
Scotching Nation-Wide 
Conspiracy. 


New York, February 2).—<An alleged 
country-wide plot involving illegal 
profiteering in army cloth at the ex- 
Perse of the government was disclosed 
here today with the indictment by the 
federal grand jury of eleven men, one 
a clerk in the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment of the army, on charges of fraud. 

Investigations which will extend to 
other cities, federal authorities Dbe- 
lieve, will show the government has 
euffered to the extent of $5,000,000, but 
at the same time it was stated the in- 
dictments today would serve to term!- 
nate further conspiring and save the 
government from millions more in 
loases. 

The accused are Louis Davidson, Hy- 
man Horwitz and his son, Benjamin, {n 
business as Horwitz & Muskowitz; Bar- 
met Tietz, of B. Tietz & Co.; Jacob 
Weistein and his son; Abraham Pursch 
and Leon Levine, of Purech & Levine; 
Barney Robinson and Morris Alewitz, 
shipping clerks in the employ of the 
Néew York Manufacturers company, 41! 
of this city, and Ira D. Janowsky, 4 
civilian clerk in the quartermaster’s 
office here. The manufacturers are all 
eccused of having received and re- 
tained cloth. Robinson and Alewltz are 
charged with perjury before the grand 
jury, and Janowsky is alleged to have 
destoyed government receipts so as to 
conceal thefts of the cloth. 

Bight of the defendants are manu- 
facturers of uniforms. 

The profiteering is made possible, the 
federal investigators explained, by the 
methods in which the cloth is cut. 
From material which the government 
estimated would provide a dozen uni- 
forms, the manufacturers would cut 
ten or less, according to the authorities, 
and the excess cloth would be resold, 
either to the government itself or to 
other manufacturers. 

Some of the defendants, Lieutenant 
Barnitz said, represented to the govern- 
ment that their “clippings” amounted 
to 3 per cent, whefeas, actually due to 
their methods of’ cleth cutting, they 
amounted to 8 per @emt, the difference 
representing the excess cloth alleged 
to have been retained. 

Owing to the alleged activity of Jan- 
owsky in connection with the purport- 
ed plot it was easy for concealment 
to be effected. 

Cenfined to New York. 


Washington, February 21.—Army 
quartermaster corps officiais think the 
alleged frauds unearthed in New York 
in connection with the preparation of 
uniform cloth were confined to that 
city. They said today no information 
had reached Washington which would 
lead to a belfef that cloth manufactur- 
ers working on government contracts 
in other sections of the country were 
involved. 

The alleged thefts upon which to- 
day's indictments-were based are be- 
lieved to have occurred in November 
and December, 1917. 

While a report on the loss sustained 
@s a result of these speculations has 
‘mot been made to the quartermaster 
general, officials’ say the police esti- 
mate it greatly exaggerated, as the 
entire lot of cloth handled in the pe- 
riod involved would not be worth much 
more than $5,000,000.

FIRM URING WEEK 


New York, February 21.—The cotton 
market has made a generally firm 
showing during the last week with 
May contracts selling as high as 30.87, 
or 148 points above the recent low 
level. There has been bearish Comment 
on the Russian situation and reports. of 
rains in central Texas, but these fea- 
tures seem to have been overshadowed 
by reports of a strong goods market, 
talk of reduced acreage and buying by 
trade interests. Continued discussion 
of price-fixing possibilities has served 
to restrict general business and the 
bulk of the buying, aside from the 
demand from Liverpool and domestic 
trade sources, has been attributed to 
covering. The advance was checked 
by realizing during today’s trading, 
with the tendency to even up commit- 


the three-day adjournment. Reports 
that a trade compact has been prac- 
tically completed between this country 
and Spain, which will permit a renewal 
of cotton exports, was probably a fac- 
tor on the advance. 

Washington advices quoting govern- 
supply of ocean tonnage had probably 
passed its lowest’ mark on February 1 
and was now on the upturn, operated 
in much the same direction. The fea- 
tures most emphasized on the advance, 
however, were the continued firmness 
of southern spot holders, notwithstand- 
ing the comparatively large stocks at 
country points and the approach of 
the planting season, combined with the 
persistency of the demand from trade 
sources. This buying was coupled with 
the reported strength of the goods mar- 
ket and talk of large government or- 
ders, on the ground that manufactur- 
ers were buying futures as a hedge 
against raw material requirements. 

Southern advices claiming prospects 
for reduced acreage owing to the de- 
mand for crops of foodstuffs, scarcity 
of satisfactory fertilizer and labor, or 
fear of boll weevil damage, have been 
more numerous and have probably been 
partly responsible for the nervousness 
of shorts. General business, however, 
has remained quiet with brokers .re- 
porting a tendency to wait for more 
settled conditions or a more convincing 
view of new crop prospects.
